Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 2-3 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 2, line 1 , and 
claim 3, line 1, refer to "The process of claim 1 ". Claims which depend on independent claim 1 
should refer to "The clad tube of claim 1". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Sherman (U.S. Patent 5,928,799). 
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5. Sherman discloses forming a tube by depositing a first layer of pure rhenium or rhenium 
alloy on a mandrel by processes including electroplating (e.g. see column 4, lines 32-52) and 
then applying a second layer, such as niobium, over the first layer (e.g. see column 5, lines 30- 
36). Sherman shows that it is understood that the rhenium layer on the mandrel may be further 
finished before applying the niobium layer (e.g. see column 7, lines 19-20). A specific 
combination of a rhenium deposit covered with niobium deposit is shown in Example 3. 
Regarding the intended use limitation "for nuclear fuel" (e.g. claim 1, line 1), a recitation of the 
intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed 
invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. 
See, e.g., In re Schreiber, 128 F.3d 1473, 1477, 44 USPQ2d 1429, 1431 (Fed. Cir. 1997). In 
addition, the recitation of "for nuclear fuel" (e.g. claim 1, line 1) has not been given patentable 
weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any 
patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a 
structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness 
but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 
535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 
481 (CCPA 1951). See MPEP 21 1 1.02. Regarding the process language in the pending product 
claims (e.g. recitation of using a graphite mandrel, filling the electro deposit chamber with 
chloride electrolyte, applying current and voltage, machining, heating the electrolyte bath, etc. . 
.), unless proven otherwise, the patentability of a product does not necessarily depend on its 
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method of production. When there is a substantially similar product, as in the applied prior art, 
the burden of proof is shifted to the applicant to establish that their product is patentably distinct 
not the examiner to show that the same process of making, see In re Brown, 173 U.S.P.Q 685, 
and In re Fessmann, 180 U.S.P.Q. 324. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the 
same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the 
prior product was made by a different process." In re Thorpe, 111 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 
964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985). See MPEP 2113. There is no evidence of record that an article that 
would be produced by the process steps of the pending product-by-process claims would be 
patentably distinct from the article produced by vapor deposition in the embodiment of Example 
3 of Sherman. Patent and Trademark Office can require applicants to prove that prior art 
products do not necessarily or inherently possess characteristics of claimed products where 
claimed and prior art products are identical or substantially identical, or are produced by 
identical or substantially identical processes; burden of proof is on applicants where rejection 
based on inherency under 35 U.S.C. § 102 or on prima facie obviousness under 35 U.S.C. § 103, 
jointly or alternatively, and Patent and Trademark Office's inability to manufacture products or 
to obtain and compare prior art products evidences fairness of this rejection, In re Best, Bolton, 
and Shaw, 195 USPQ 431 (CCPA 1977). In any event, the alternative use of electroplating 
methods to produce the layered article of Sherman is clearly taught by Sherman (e.g. see column 
4, lines 43-52) and therefore electroplating would be an obvious alternative process to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made for producing the products of 
Sherman.
